» An expert is a man who knows 
where to find the answers. Law- 
yers have their law books and sam- 
ple forms; architects have thair 
libraries, files, and journals; prin- 
ters have copies of former pro- 
ductions. Every trade and profes- 
sion has its indispensable hand- 
books and special literature with- 
out which the individuals would be 
nearly helpless 
when confronted 


with an unfamiliar problem. 


Whenever an intelligent man un- 
dertakes anything new, whether 
gardening, cooking, cabinet-mak- 
ing, or chicken-raising, his first 
move should be to supply himself 
with printed information oa tho 
subject. Thousands of pamphlets . 
on nearly every subject under the 
sun have been published by the 
different departments of the gov- 
ernment and arc available for a 
few cents.

Red Targets

Event of War

Washington. March 14 —(UP) — 


About 70 strategic targets in Rus 
sia have been earmarked by mili- 
tary planners as possible objectives 
for attack in the event of a war, 
it was learned today. 


The air force has given the joint 


chiefs of staff documented assur- 
ances that the B-313 superbomber 
strike every one of these, flying 
out of bases on this continent and 
returning without refueling. 


The targets have been marked 


off on top secret maps at the na- 
tional defense establishment. Re- 
liable military authorities said they 
include major Soviet industrial cen- 
ters. All would be within a 4,000- 
mile radious of air bases in Alas- 
ka and Labrador.

The constitutional definition 
of 


treason says that it shall consist 
only 
in 
levying 
war against 
"them," 
meaning 
the 
United 


States, or "in adhering 
to their 


enemies, giving them aid and com- 
Eort" It is an 
unfortunate 
fact 


that treason does not legally 
in- 


clude disloyal promises uttered be- 
fore war is legally acknowledged 
to exist. In that case, Foster and 
Dennis would be eligible for the 
firing 
squad 
without 
question. 


However, inasmuch as Mr Tru- 
man long acknowledged the exist- 
ence of a cold war between the 
United States and .Russia, the con- 
duct of Foster and Dennis is 
as 


bad as though their adherence to 
the enemy had been declared in 
time of formal war. It is as vic- 
ious and hostile 
to 
the 
United 


States as it could be 
under 
any 


circumstances and the fact must 
be considered, too, that when that 
war does come, months may. pass 
before we can 
actually 
declare 


war by the 
legal 
congressional 


action. One atom bomb on Wash- 
ington could obliterate 
congress, 


leaving no method for 
creating 


another body with 
authority 
to 


declare war. 


Meanwhile, Foster, Dennis and 


the quarter of a million pro-Rus- 
sian traitors in the 
city 
of New 


York and hither New Jersey would 
be free to welcome, assist, enter- 
tain and otherwise 
facilitate 
the 


work of the visiting hosts of Rus- 
sian missionaries come to impose 
a "Democratic peace" on the re- 
mainder of the American people. 


Actually, according to the spirit 


of the men who wrote the treason 
clause of the constitution out 
of 


their limited historic knowledge of 
iniquity, Foster and Dennis should 
be shot today. Their 'declaration 
certainly utters a treasonous senli- 
ment which 
remains 
• technical- 


ly legal only because of a de- 
plorable but 
unintentional weak- 
ness of the constitution. 


Meanwhile, however, we do re- 


tain the congressional enactment 
that was invoked to round up our 
native and foreign-born Japanese 
during World War I, which could 
be used today to throw into concen- 
tration camps not only Foster and 
Dennis but about a quarter 
of a 


million obvious traitors in 
New 


York arid vicinity, Washington and 
Hollywood. This law was tested by 
a native American or Nisei Japan- 
ese who was rounded up with thou- 
sands of others by order of Lieu 
tenant-General DeWitt and sent to 
a concentration camp in Arizona. 
I visited such concentration camps 
in those days and can testify that 
although 
they 
were 
bleak they 


were very comfortable; and that 
the prisoners were well fed 
and 


otherwise cared for. It would be a 
mistake ever to treat with equal 
kindness the traitors of the Com- 
munist centers because, unlike the 
Japanese who were put away, they 
have positively declared their ad- 
herence to the enemy. The Japa- 
nese with very few exceptions in- 
sisted that they were loyal, but we 
did not believe them. 


The law which was used for this 


purpose was 
upheld by 
the su- 


preme court in as evil a mass of 
casuistry as the devious mind of a 
new dealer ever concerted. It held 
that these people were not sequest- 
ered because we had any aversion 
to their race or suspicion of them 
because of their race, which was 
the only reason why we did what 
we did to (hern as every justice on 
Ihe court well knew. 


Nevertheless, by its i'ulse analy- 


sis and miserable debasement out 
uf devotion to .Roosevelt, the court 
did erect a law which today would 
be sufficient to lay away Foster, 
Dennis and every avowed Commu- 
nist and fellow-traveler and every 
other person who might be 
arb- 


trarily desi^nuled by any military 
authority from a buck private up
